PRIVATE BILLS 
Filing Bill with Clerk 


65. (a) Any person, group or corporation may 
apply for a Private Bill by filing with the Clerk of 
the House a copy of the Bill together with a fee of 
$150.00. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing the Bill, including the cost of 
printing the Act in the annual Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) Where a Standing Order is suspended with 
reference to a Bill, a charge of $50.00 shall be 
levied. 


Additional fees 


(d) Where a Bill incorporates a company, or 
increases the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of 
the House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before 
the same is reported to the House, the same fee as 
would by payable in the case of an incorporation 
or increase of capital under The Business Corpora- 
tions Act, less the sum of $150.00 already paid to 
the Clerk of the House.

Treasurers’ Sales of Lands for Taxes 


Each year, municipal and county treasurers compile a list of properties against which taxes are out- 
standing for at least two successive years, which is a period sufficient to permit sale of the owner’s assets 
to reimburse the municipality. These lists are submitted by the municipal representative to the Ministry of 
Government Services for publication in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE. 


The Gazette is published every Saturday. Tax sale lands are included only in the issue of the first 
Saturday of each month. Each property is described so that it may be properly identified. Also shown are 
the amount of tax arrears and costs, and the date, time and place where the sale will be held, which is 
usually in a public building in the locality. Sales are held three months or later following the date of 
publication in the Gazette and are subject to a reserve bid equal to the amount of tax arrears and costs. 


The previous owner may by law redeem the property any time within one year and one day after the 
date of tax sale by paying to the municipality all arrears plus costs levied. Where redemption occurs, the 
municipality reimburses the purchaser of tax sale lands for the amount paid at the sale plus an additional 
amount to be determined in each case. 


If the land is not redeemed in the manner described above, the purchaser at sale, receives from the 
municipality a tax deed or certificate which should be registered in the appropriate Land Titles or Regis- 
try Office. A purchaser should ascertain from either of these offices, information relating to any of the 
charges or liens against the land and consider the advisability of employing the services of a solicitor to 
determine the extent, if any, of his liability. 


The foregoing applies to tax sale lands which were privately owned. In the event the land is the 
property of the Crown as represented by the Province of Ontario, only the improvements on the proper- 
ty, such as buildings, may be sold. In this case, an intending purchaser should for his own protection 
ascertain from the local office of the Ministry of Natural Resources whether or not the land or any part 
can be purchased or leased from the Ministry.

6. The Registrar has the supervision and direction 
of every election and the Registrar shall decide all 
matters incidental thereto, including the eligibility of a 
member of the Association to vote and any dispute that 
may arise during the course of the election. O. Reg.

7.—(1) The nomination of candidates for election to 
the Council must be, 


(a) in writing; 


(b) on the nomination form prescribed by the 
Registrar, which shall be mailed to each 
member in an Electoral District in which an 
election is to be held on or before the first 
Monday in October in each election year; 


(c) signed by at least three members, each of 
whom has an address of record within the 
Electoral District for which the nominated 
member is eligible for election; 


(d) in the case of a candidate nominated for the 
Province of Ontario Electoral District, signed 
by any three members; and 


(e) delivered to, or received by, the Registrar on 
or before the fourth Monday in October in 
each election year. 


(2) A nomination form must have the candidate’s 
consent signed thereon. 


(3) No member of the Association may be nomi- 
nated for election in more than one Electoral Dis- 
tHctemO: DReees iS4aisin7. 


8. Where the number of candidates for election to 
the Council nominated in an Electoral District is the 
same as the number of members to be elected to the 
Council from the Electoral District, the Registrar shall 
certify that the candidate or candidates are elected by 
acclamation. O. Reg. 517/84, s. 8. 


9.—(1) Except in Electoral Districts where candi- 
dates have been certified as elected by acclamation, 
the Registrar shall, on or before the second Monday of 
November, mail to every member qualified to vote in 
the election a ballot and one or more return envelopes 
in the form prescribed by the Registrar together with a 
memorandum of voting instructions. 


(2) The form and content of the ballot, the accom- 
panying envelope or envelopes and the voting instruc- 
tions shall be as the Registrar considers will best 
ensure and preserve the anonymity of the voters and 
the secrecy of their votes. 
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(3) Every member of the Association who is quali- 
fied to vote at an election may cast one vote for each 
member to be elected to the Council, 


(a) in the Electoral District within which he has 
an address of record; and 


(b) in the Province of Ontario Electoral District. 


(4) Each ballot shall be marked by the member 
voting by placing an “X” opposite the name of the 
candidate or candidates for whom the member votes 
and the member shall enclose his ballot in the envelope 
or envelopes provided in accordance with the voting 
instructions and deliver it or send it by mail to the 
office of the Registrar so that it will be received by 
the Registrar on or before the election day. O. Reg.

10. The Registrar shall, on or before each election 
day, appoint two members of the Association who 
shall act as scrutineers of the election. O. Reg. 
517/84, s. 10. 


11.—(1) Not later than three days following each 
election day, the ballots shall be opened by the Regis- 
trar in the presence of the scrutineers and such clerical 
staff as the Registrar may authorize. 


(2) The scrutineers shall examine the ballots, count 
the votes cast for each candidate and record the 
number of votes cast and the number of spoiled ballots 
for each electoral district in a book or other record 
provided by the Registrar. 


(3) In the case of an equality of votes between two 
or more candidates in an electoral district, the 
scrutineers shall determine, by lot, the member or 
members elected to the Council. 


(4) Upon completion of the count, the scrutineers 
shall complete an election return in the form pre- 
scribed by the Registrar for each electoral district 
showing the number of votes cast for each candidate, 
as well as the number of spoiled ballots and shall file 
the election returns together with all of the ballots with 
the Registrar, O. Reg: 517/84; 5: 11; 


12. Upon receipt of the election returns and the 
ballots, the Registrar shall certify the member or 
members who have received the largest number of 
votes in each electoral district as having been elected to 
the Council and shall forthwith notify each candidate 
and subsequently all members of the Association, of 
the election results. O. Reg. 517/84, s. 12. 


13.—(1) The Registrar shall destroy all ballots in an 
election twenty-one days after the candidates are 
notified of the results of the election, unless a recount 
has been requested in the meantime in accordance 
with subsection (2). 


(2) A candidate may require a recount by delivering 
to the Registrar a request in writing and a $200 deposit 
within twenty days after receiving from the Registrar 
notice of the results of the election. 
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(3) The Registrar shall conduct the recount within 
thirty days after the date of delivery of the request and 
deposit. 


(4) If the recount changes the result of the election, 
the amount of the deposit shall be returned to the can- 
didate who paid it. 


(5) The recount shall be presided over by the Regis- 
trar who shall, 


(a) set the date for the recount; 


(b) give notice in writing at least fifteen days 
before the date set for the recount to all can- 
didates in the electoral district for which the 
recount has been requested that a recount is 
to be held; 


(c) notify the candidates that they or their agents 
are entitled to be present to examine all bal- 
lots and envelopes and to satisfy themselves 
that all ballots have been properly marked 
and counted; 


(7d) make the decision to accept or reject a ballot; 


(e) certify the member or members who have 
received the largest number of votes in each 
electoral district as having been elected as a 
member or members of the Council; and 


(f) where two or more candidates receive an 
equal number of votes, determine, in the pre- 
sence of the candidates or their agents, by lot, 
the member or members elected to the Coun- 
cil..

14. Where there is an interruption of mail service 
during an election, the Registrar may extend the time 
for the holding of the election and may, in addition 
thereto, extend the time for the doing of any act in 
connection with the election, for such period as he 
considers reasonable in the circumstances. O. Reg.

15. Elections to fill vacancies on the Council when 
no quorum of the Council remains in office shall be 
conducted with necessary modifications in accordance 
with the provisions of this Regulation that apply to 
general elections.

16.—(1) A member of the Council is disqualified 
from sitting on the Council when the member, 


(a) is, by reason of incapacity, unable to act as a 
member of the Council; 


(b) has been found guilty of professional miscon- 
duct or incompetence; 


(c) fails to attend three consecutive regular 
meetings of the Council without cause; 


(d) ceases to be eligible for election to the coun- 
cil; 
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(e) ceases to have an address of record within the 
Electoral District for which he was elected; 


(f) ceases to be a member in good standing in the 
Association; or 


(g) fails to perform the duties of a member of the 
Council that are prescribed by the by-laws. 


(2) A member who is disqualified from sitting on the 
Council is deemed to be removed from the Council. 


(3) A member of Council whose conduct is the sub- 
ject of proceedings before the Discipline Committee is 
disqualified from sitting on the Council pending 
the decision or order of the Discipline Committee.

17.—(1) There shall be an election by ballot of a 
president, a vice-president and treasurer, and two or 
more vice-presidents from among the elected members 
of the Council at a meeting of the Council to be held in 
the month immediately preceding the annual meeting 
of the members of the Association. 


(2) Every vacancy caused by the death, resignation, 
removal or incapacity to act of an officer, shall be filled 
by the holding of a by-election which shall take place 
at the next meeting of Council immediately following 
the act which resulted in the vacancy. 


(3) The election or by-election shall be supervised 
and directed by the Registrar who shall prescribe the 
forms for nominations and ballots, conduct the poll, 
certify the result of the election and decide all matters 
incidental thereto and any dispute that may arise dur- 
ing the course of the election. 


(4) Council shall appoint two persons who shall act 
as scrutineers for the election. 


(5) The scrutineers shall examine the ballots and 
count the votes cast for each officer to be elected and 
report the results of the election to the Registrar. 


(6) The term of office of the president, the vice- 
president and treasurer, and the vice-presidents shall 
be one year and shall commence on the day following 
the annual meeting of the members of the Association. 


(7) No person is eligible to hold office as president 
for more than two years in succession. 


(8) An officer elected at a by-election shall hold 
office for the unexpired portion of the term of 
the officer whose office he is elected to fill. O. Reg. 
517/84, s. 17. 


18.—(1) The Executive Committee is hereby estab- 
lished. 


(2) At its meeting immediately preceding the annual 
meeting of the members of the Association, the Coun- 
cil shall appoint three or more of its members, to the 
Executive Committee. 
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(3) The president is, by virtue of his office, a 
member and the chairman of the Executive Commit- 
Cee. 


(4) A majority of the members of the Executive

19.—(1) The Academic Requirements Committee is 
hereby established. 


(2) The Academic Requirements Committee shall 
be composed of, 


(a) at least three elected members of the Council 
appointed at pleasure to the Committee by 
the Council; 


(6) at least one member of the Association who is 
not a member of the Council and who is 
appointed at pleasure to the Committee by 
the Council; and 


(c) one representative of every university or col- 
lege in Ontario that is, by law, authorized to 
grant degrees in architecture and maintains a 
faculty, school or department of architecture, 
appointed at pleasure by the Council on the 
recommendation of the university or college, 
but the representative must be a member of 
the Association employed on a full-time basis 
in the faculty, school or department of the 
university or college that recommends the 
representative.

Committee, of whom two are elected members of the 
Council, constitute a quorum. 


(4) All determinations of the Academic Require- 
ments Committee require the vote of a majority of the 
members of the Committee present at the meeting. 


(5) The Council shall appoint one member of the 
Academic Requirements Committee to be the chair- 
man of the Committee. 


(6) The chairman or, in the absence of the chair- 
man, a member of the Academic Requirements Com- 
mittee designated by the chairman shall preside at all 
meetings of the Committee. O. Reg. 517/84, s. 19. 


20.—(1) The Experience Requirements Committee 
is hereby established. 


(2) The Experience Requirements Committee shall 
be composed of, 


(a) at least one elected member of the Council 
appointed at pleasure to the Committee by 
the Council; and 


(b) at least three members of the Association 
who are not members of the Council and who 
are appointed at pleasure to the Committee 
by the Council. 
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(3) Three members of the Experience Requirements 
Committee, one of whom is an elected member of the 
Council, constitute a quorum. 


(4) All determinations of the Experience Require- 
ments Committee require the vote of a majority of the 
members of the Committee present at the meeting. 


(5) The Council shall appoint one member of the 
Experience Requirements Committee to be the chair- 
man of the Committee. 


(6) The chairman or, in the absence of the chair- 
man, a member of the Experience Requirements 
Committee designated by the chairman shall preside at 
all meetings of the Committee. O. Reg. 517/84, s. 20. 


21.—(1) The Registration Committee is hereby 
established. 


(2) The Registration Committee shall be composed 
of, 


(a) at least two elected members of the Council 
appointed at pleasure to the Committee by 
the Council; and 


(b) at least two members of the Association who 
are not members of the Council and who are 
appointed at pleasure to the Committee by 
the Council. 


(3) Three members of the Registration Committee, 
one of whom is an elected member of the Council, 
constitute a quorum. 


(4) All decisions of the Registration Committee at a 
meeting or a hearing require the vote of a majority of 
the members of the Committee present at the meeting 
or hearing. 


(5) The Council shall appoint one member of the 
Registration Committee, who is an elected member of 
the Council, to be the chairman of the Committee. 


(6) The chairman or, in the absence of the chair- 
man, a member of the Registration Committee desig- 
nated by the chairman shall preside at all meetings and 
hearings of the Committee. O. Reg. 517/84, s. 21. 


22. The Complaints Committee is hereby estab- 
lished. O. Reg. 517/84, s. 22. 


23. The Discipline Committee is hereby established. 
On Ree. Sl 7545s. 23: 


24.—(1) The Fees Mediation Committee is hereby 
established. 


(2) The Fees Mediation Committee shall be com- 
posed of, 


(a) at least one elected member of the Council 
appointed at pleasure to the Committee by 
the Council; 
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(6) one member of the Council who was 
appointed to the Council by the Lieutenant 
Governor in Council and who is appointed at 
pleasure to the Committee by the Council; 
and 


(c) such other members of the Association who 
are not members of the Council and who are 
appointed at pleasure to the Committee by 
the Council. 


(3) Three members of the Fees Mediation Commit- 
tee, one of whom is an elected member of the Council 
and one of whom shall be a person appointed to the 
Council by the Lieutenant Governor in Council, con- 
stitute a quorum for the purpose of mediation and 
arbitration under section 37 of the Act. 


(4) The Council shall appoint one member of the 
Fees Mediation Committee, who is an elected member 
of the Council, to be the chairman of the Committee. 


(5) The chairman, or in the absence of the chair- 
man, a member of the Fees Mediation Committee 
designated by the chairman, shall preside at all meet- 
ings and hearings of the Committee. 


(6) All decisions of the Fees Mediation Committee 
require the vote of a majority of the members of the 
Committee present at the meeting or hearing. 


(7) Where the Fees Mediation Committee com- 
mences a hearing and a member thereof becomes 
unable to act, the remaining members, if they consti- 
tute a quorum, may complete the hearing not- 
withstanding the absence of the member who is unable 
to act.

26.—(1) Associates are persons who have paid the 
annual fees prescribed by the by-laws and, 


(a) who have resigned their memberships in the 
Association and are resident outside the 
Province of Ontario; 


(b) who are eligible for election as retired mem- 
bers; or 
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(c) who have resigned their memberships in the 
Association and who, due to special cir- 
cumstances, merit the status of associates, 


and who are elected as associates by the Council. 


(2) An associate is entitled to receive general infor- 
mation issued by the Association and to attend the 
annual and general meetings of the members of the 
Association, but is not entitled to vote at such a meet- 
ing. 


(3) Associate status is valid for one year.

27.—(1) Graduate associates are persons who are of 
good character, have paid the annual fees prescribed 
by the by-laws, have complied with the academic 
requirements specified in the regulations for the 
issuance of a licence and who are elected as graduate 
associates by the Council. 


(2) A graduate associate is entitled to receive general 
information issued by the Association and to attend the 
annual and general meetings of the members of the 
Association, but is not entitled to vote at such a meet- 
ing. 

(3) Graduate associate status is valid for one 
year.) Oy Reg, 517/34. s. 27, 


28.—(1) Student associates are persons who are of 
good character, have paid the annual fees prescribed 
by the by-laws, are enrolled in Ontario in faculties, 
schools or departments of architecture or other courses 
of study that are considered by Council to be equiva- 
lent thereto and who are elected as student associates 
by the Council. 


(2) A student associate is entitled to receive general 
information issued by the Association and to attend the 
annual and general meetings of the members of the 
Association but is not entitled to vote at such a meet- 
ing. 

(3) Student associate status is valid for one 
year. O. Reg: 517/84, s. 28. 


29.—(1) Honorary members are persons who have 
rendered to the architectural profession signal or valu- 
able service or who have scrupulously upheld the 
objects of the Association and who are elected as hon- 
orary members at an annual or general meeting of the 
members of the Association. 


(2) The Council may nominate persons for election 
as honorary members. 


(3) Honorary members shall be elected at the annual 
or general meetings of the members of the Association 
by a vote of four-fifths of the members present at the 
meeting. 


(4) An honorary member is entitled to receive gen- 
eral information issued by the Association and to 
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attend the annual and general meetings of the mem- 
bers of the Association but is not entitled to vote at 
such a meeting. 


(5) An honorary member shall be issued a Certifi- 
cate of Honorary Membership, if he was previously 
the holder of a licence, and may use the title 
‘architect’. Ov Rep 5.17/84;-8..29. 


30.—(1) Life members are persons who have 
attained seventy-five years of age, have resigned their 
memberships in the Association, have thereafter held 
the status of associate or retired members and who are 
elected as life members by the Council. 


(2) A life member is entitled to receive general 
information issued by the Association and to attend the 
annual and general meetings of the members of the 
Association but is not entitled to vote at such a meet- 
ing. 


(3) A life member may use the title “architect”. 
O. Reg. 517/84, s. 30. 


31.—(1) Retired members are persons who have 
resigned their memberships in the Association because 
of age or ill health, have paid the annual fees pre- 
scribed by the by-laws and who are elected as retired 
members by the Council. 


(2) A retired member is entitled to receive general 
information issued by the Association and to attend the 
annual and general meetings of the Association but is 
not entitled to vote at such a meeting. 


(3) A retired member may use the title “architect”. 
(4) Retired status is valid for one year. O. Reg. 
517/84, s. 31. 


32.—(1) The Council shall annually conduct an 
admission course. 


(2) Successful completion of the admission course is 
a requirement for the issuance of a licence. 


(3) The admission course shall consist of two parts 
known as Course 1 and Course 2. 


(4) The requirements for registration in Course 1 
are: 


1. The applicant must be a graduate associate. 


2. Evidence that the applicant has sufficient 
facility in the English language to enable him 
to meet the standards of practice for the 
practice of architecture in Ontario. 


3. Evidence that the applicant has completed in 
Canada a period of six months of experience 
in the employment and under the personal 
supervision and direction of a person licensed 
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or authorized to engage in the practice of 
architecture in a province of Canada. 


4. The applicant must pay the fees prescribed 
by the by-laws for Course 1. 


(5) The requirements for registration in Course 2 
are: 


1. The applicant must be a graduate associate. 


2. Evidence that the applicant has completed in 
Canada eighteen months of experience in the 
employment and under the personal supervi- 
sion and direction of a person who is licensed 
or authorized to engage in the practice of 
architecture in a province of Canada. 


3. The applicant must pay the fees prescribed 
by the by-laws for Course 2. 


(6) In this section, “experience” means experience 
gained after the applicant has obtained a degree in 
architecture, or graduation from a course of study that 
is considered by the Council to be equivalent to a 
degree in architecture.

(5) Every member referred to in subsection (4) shall, 
on or before the date on which his seal is issued to him, 
file with the Registrar a copy of the liability insurance 
policy under which he is insured.

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(6) A buyer shall bid on the 93 or 94 score cheese in 
a lot and, where the lot is sold to the bidder, the price 
of the 93 and 94 score cheese shall be calculated on the 
basis of the bid, and the 92 score cheese in the lot on 
the basis of 1.1 cent per kilogram below the 93 and 94 
score price.

The activities of providing and operating new fish 
culture facilities at the following sites:

be exempt from the application of the Act pursuant to

Having been advised that if the undertaking is sub- 
ject to the application of the Act, the following injury, 
damage or interference with the persons and property 
indicated will occur: 


A. The Crown will be damaged by the unneces- 
sary expense of having to prepare and submit 
Environmental Assessments for activities 
which are expected to have minimal negative 
impacts on the environment. 


B. The public and tourist industry of Ontario 
will be damaged by a drop in angler satisfac- 
tion and tourism benefits resulting from a 
reduction in native fish production unless the 
Ministry of Natural Resources proceeds with 
the proposed undertaking. 


C. The economically important lake whitefish 
fishery in Lake Simcoe may suffer from 
extinction within 10 years unless the Ministry 
proceeds with the Lake Simcoe fish culture 
facility. 


Having weighed such injury, damage or interfer- 
ence against the betterment of the people of the whole 
or any part of Ontario by the protection, conservation 
and wise management in Ontario of the environment 
which would result from the undertaking being subject 
to the application of the Act;

GENERAL 
1. In this Regulation, 


(a) “Chapter” means chapter established pur- 
suant to the by-laws; 


(b) “executive director’ means the executive 
director appointed by the Council; 


(c) “general secretary” means the general secre- 
tary appointed by the Council; 


(d) “Junior Regional Councillor” means that one 
of the two regional councillors from a region 
who is serving his first year of a two-year 
term of office; 


(e) “Member” means a member of the Associa- 
tion; 


(f) “practitioner” means holder of a licence, a 
temporary licence, a limited licence or a cer- 
tificate of authorization, as the case requires; 


“Professional Practice Examination” means 
the examination in respect of professional 
ethics, engineering law and such other gener- 
al matters as are approved by the Council 
from time to time;

(g 


(i) “Region” means a region established by this 
Regulation. O. Reg. 538/84, s. 1. 


2. Fifteen members shall be elected to the Council 
as follows: 


1. Thirteen members shall be elected to the 
Council for a two-year term of whom, 


i. three members shall be elected as 
councillors-at-large by and from 
among the Members, 


ii. two members shall be elected by and 
from among the Members in each of 
the five regions. 


2. Two members shall be elected annually by 
and from among the Members as a president- 
elect and a vice-president. O. Reg. 538/84, 
ee 


3.—(1) There shall be the following additional 
officers of the Association: 
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1. The president, who is a Member and who 
was president-elect in the immediately pre- 
ceding year. 


2. A vice-president, who shall be appointed 
annually by Council from among its mem- 
bers elected or appointed under clause 3 (2) 
(a) or 3 (2) (b) of the Act at a meeting of 
Council to be held after the close of business 
and on the day of the annual meeting of 
Members or within thirty days thereafter.

4.—(1) For the first annual election after the coming 
into force of the Act, there shall be elected a president 
as well as a president-elect, and the provisions in this 
Regulation relating to the election of the president- 
elect shall apply equally to the election of the president 
in such first election. 


(2) The officers of the Association at the time the 
Act comes into force shall continue to hold their 
respective offices until the first election held under this 
Regulation or until the office otherwise becomes 
vacant.

3. East Central Region. 
4. Eastern Region. 


5. Northern Region. O. Reg. 538/84, s. 5.

7. No person shall be elected as a member of the 
Council unless he has been nominated for election in 
the manner prescribed in this Regulation. O. Reg.

8.—(1) No Member is eligible to be nominated for 
election as president-elect unless he has served for at 
least two full years as a member of the Council prior to 
the date on which he would take office as president- 
elect. 


(2) No person is eligible to be nominated for election 
or appointment as a vice-president unless he has 
served for at least one full year as a member of the 
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O. Reg. 538/84 


Council prior to the date on which he would take 
office. 


(3) For the purposes of subsections (1) and (2), “full 
year” means a period commencing at the close of busi- 
ness of an annual meeting of Members and terminating 
at the close of business of the next following annual 
meeting.

9. A person elected or nominated for election as a 
regional councillor must, at the time of the election or 
nomination, reside within the Region in which he is 
elected or nominated for election. O. Reg. 538/84,

10.—(1) A regional councillor ceases to be qualified 
for his office when he ceases to reside within the 
Region in which he was elected, in which event Coun- 
cil may appoint a Member who resides in the Region to 
serve the balance of the term of the regional councillor. 


(2) A member of Council ceases to be qualified to 
hold his office when he ceases to reside within 
Ontario.

11.—(1) A member of Council is not eligible for 
election or re-election unless his full term of office will 
have expired by the time he would take office for a 
new term, or unless he submits his resignation in 
writing, effective at the time he would take office for 
the new term, to the Association prior to nomination 
for election or re-election. 


(2) A member of Council who has been appointed 
by the Lieutenant Governor in Council and who is also 
a Member is not eligible for election unless his term of 
office will have expired by the time he would take 
office for a new term, or unless he submits his resigna- 
tion in writing, to take effect at the time he would take 
office for the new term, to the Lieutenant Governor in 
Council prior to his nomination for election. O. Reg. 
538/84, s. 11. 


12. No person is eligible to be elected or appointed 
as an officer of the Association if he has held the office 
of president within the five years immediately preced- 
ing the year in which he would hold office as a result of 
the election or appointment. O. Reg. 538/84, s. 12. 


13.—(1) The Council shall appoint a Nominating 
Committee each year composed of, 


(a) the penultimate past-president; 
(b) the immediate past-president; 
(c) the president; and 
(d) two other Members. 
(2) The penultimate past-president shall act as 
chairman, unless he is unable or unwilling to act, in 
which event another member of the Nominating 


Committee designated by the Council shall act as 
chairman. 
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(3) Meetings of the Nominating Committee shall be 
convened by the chairman from time to time or as 
directed by Council and shall nominate persons for 
election by the Members as president-elect, vice-presi- 
dent and councillors-at-large. 


(4) All nominations made by the Nominating Com- 
mittee shall be, 


(a) forwarded by the chairman to the executive 
director with the nominated candidates’ 
written consent; and 


(b) forwarded by the executive director to all 
Members not less than one month prior to the 
date determined by the Council for the clos- 
ing of nominations.

14.—(1) The Council shall in each year appoint a 
Regional Nominating Committee for each Region 
composed of the chairman of each Chapter in the 
region.

(b) demonstrate twenty-four months of experi- 
ence following the conferring of a degree or 
the completion of equivalent engineering 
education, as the case may be, in the practice 
of professional engineering that will provide 
sufficient experience to enable the applicant

(c) successfully complete the Professional Prac- 
tice Examination. 


(2) Twelve months of the experience mentioned in 
clause (1) (b) must be experience in Canada under the 
supervision of one or more persons legally authorized 
to engage in the practice of professional engineering in 
the jurisdiction in which the experience was acquired. 


(3) For the purpose of determining whether or not 
applicants have equivalent engineering qualifications, 
the Council must set or approve examinations one or 
more of which may be required of an applicant by the 
Academic Requirements Committee. 


(4) The Council, in circumstances where it consid- 
ers it in the public interest to do so, may vary or waive 
the requirement in subsection (2) as to twelve months 
of experience in Canada. O. Reg. 538/84, s. 34.

(5) An applicant who has failed to successfully com- 
plete an examination set or approved by the Council is 
not entitled, except with the permission of the 
Academic Requirements Committee, to take the 
examination again and the applicant’s application for a 
licence shall be withdrawn by the Registrar. 


(6) A thesis, if required to be submitted by an appli- 
cant for a licence, shall be written and submitted not 
later than two years following the date of completion 
of all examinations other than the Professional Practice 
Examination required to be fulfilled by the applicant. 


(7) Where an applicant who is required by the 
Academic Requirements Committee to take and pass 
more than one examination fails to take at least one 
examination in each academic year after taking the 
first of such examinations, the Registrar shall with- 
draw the applicant’s application for a licence unless 
the applicant submits to the Registrar reasonable jus- 
tification in writing for the failure to take the exami- 
nation.

(2) It is a term and condition of every temporary 
licence held by a person who must collaborate with a 
Member that the holder of the temporary licence must 
not issue a final drawing, specification, plan, report or 
other document unless the Member has signed, dated 
and affixed his seal thereto.

failure to make responsible provision for 
complying with applicable statutes, regula- 
tions, standards, codes, by-laws and rules in 
connection with work being undertaken by 
or under the responsibility of the practitioner; 


signing or sealing a final drawing, specifica- 
tion, plan, report or other document not 
actually prepared or checked by the prac- 
titioner; 


failure of a practitioner to present clearly to 
his employer the consequences to be expected 
from a deviation proposed in work, if the 
professional engineering judgment of the 
practitioner is overruled by non-technical 
authority in cases where the practitioner is 
responsible for the technical adequacy of 
professional engineering work; 


breach of the Act or regulations, other than 
an action that is solely a breach of the code of 
ethics; 


undertaking work the practitioner is not 
competent to perform by virtue of his train- 
ing and experience; 


failure to make prompt, voluntary and com- 
plete disclosure of an interest, direct or indi- 
rect, that might in any way be, or be con- 
struced as, prejudicial to the professional 
judgment of the practitioner in rendering 
service to the public, to an employer or to a 
client, and in particular without limiting the 
generality of the foregoing, carrying out any 
of the following acts without making such a 
prior disclosure: 


1. Accepting compensation in any form 
for a particular service from more 
than one party. 


2. Submitting a tender or acting as a 
contractor in respect of work upon 
which the practitioner may be per- 
forming as a professional engineer. 


3. Participating in the supply of material 
or equipment to be used by the 
employer or client of the practitioner. 


4. Contracting in the practitioner’s own 
right to perform professional engi- 
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neering services for other than the 
practitioner’s employer. 


5. Expressing opinions or making state- 
ments concerning matters within the 
practice of professional engineering of 
public interest where the opinions or 
statements are inspired or paid for by 
other interests; 


(7) conduct or an act relevant to the practice of 
professional engineering that, having regard 
to all the circumstances, would reasonably be 
regarded by the engineering profession as 
disgraceful, dishonourable or unprofessional; 


(k) failure by a practitioner to abide by the 
terms, conditions or limitations of the prac- 
titioner’s licence, limited licence, temporary 
licence or certificate; 


(1) failure to supply documents or information 
requested by an investigator acting under 
section 34 of the Act; 


(m) permitting, counselling or assisting a person 
who is not a practitioner to engage in the 
practice of professional engineering except as 
provided for in the Act or the regulations. 
O. Reg. 538/84, s. 86. 


87. Documents, other than decisions, of the Discip- 
line Committee may be signed by the Registrar or a 
deputy registrar on behalf of the Committee. O. Reg.

88. The minimum requirements for the holder of a 
certificate of authorization with respect to professional 
liability insurance are: 


1. A policy limit for each single occurence of not 
less than $250,000 and an aggregate policy 
limit for all occurrences of not less than 
$500,000 per year or, alternatively, an 
automatic policy limit reinstatement feature. 


2. A provision that the insurer is not entitled to 
settle a claim against the insured without the 
insured’s consent and the consent shall not be 
unreasonably withheld.

4. Coverage for liability for errors, omissions 
and negligent acts arising out of the perfor- 
mance of all services within the practice of 
professional engineering offered or provided 
to the public by the insured. 





5. Coverage for liability for errors, omissions 
and negligent acts that may have occurred 
prior to the commencement date of the poli- 
cy, in respect of which no claim has been 
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made prior to the commencement date of the 
policy, and arising from circumstances from 
which a claim reasonably could not have 
been foreseen prior to the commencement 
date of the policy. 


. Continuing coverage for liability for errors, 


omissions and negligent acts arising out of 
services within the practice of professional 
engineering provided prior to the termination 
of the practice of the insured, and prior to the 
death, retirement or termination of employ- 
ment of any professional engineer who 
directly or indirectly provided or assumed 
responsibility for providing the services, 
notwithstanding the termination of the prac- 
tice or the occurrence of the death, retirement 
or termination. 


. A provision that the policy limits contained 


in the insurance policy shall not be reduced in 
any way by the costs incurred to undertake 
the defence of a claim under the policy. 


No exclusions from coverage under the policy 
for work or service offered or provided to the 
public that are within the practice of profes- 
sional engineering. 


A provision that the policy of insurance may 
not be cancelled or amended by either party 
so as not to comply with this Regulation 
without at least sixty days prior written 
notice or, in the event of non-payment of 
premiums, at least fifteen days prior written 
notice to both the other party and the Associ- 
ation by registered letter. 


A provision that where the insured gives 
notice to the insurer during the period of 
coverage under the policy of circumstances 
that may reasonably be expected to give rise 
to a claim, the notice shall be deemed to be 
adequate notice of any claim arising from cir- 
cumstances during or after the period 
covered by the policy and the policy shall 
provide coverage for the hability arising out 
of the claim. 


The insurance must be placed with an 
insurer whose most recent capital and 
surplus figure is at least equal to the greater 
of $5,000,000 and the policy limit. O. Reg.

89. A Member or holder of a temporary licence, a

engineering matters for each employer as a 
faithful agent or trustee and shall regard as 
confidential information obtained by him as 
to the business affairs, technical methods or 
processes of an employer and avoid or dis- 
close a conflict of interest that might influ- 
ence his actions or judgment. 


. A practitioner must disclose immediately to 


his client any interest, direct or indirect, that 
might be construed as prejudicial in any way 
to the professional judgment of the prac- 
titioner in rendering service to the client. 


. A practitioner who is an employee-engineer 


and is contracting in his own name to per- 
form professional engineering work for other 
than his employer, must provide his client 
with a written statement of the nature of his 
status as an employee and the attendant 
limitations on his services to the client, must 
satisfy himself that the work will not conflict 
with his duty to his employer, and must 
inform his employer of the work. 


. A practitioner must co-operate in working 


with other professionals engaged on a pro- 
ject. 


7. A practitioner shall, 


i. conduct himself towards other prac- 
titioners with courtesy and good faith, 


ii. not accept an engagement to review 
the work of another practitioner for 
the same employer except with the 
knowledge of the other practitioner or 
except where the connection of the 
other practitioner with the work has 
been terminated, 


iii. not maliciously injure the reputation 
or business of another practitioner, 


iv. not attempt to gain an advantage over 
other practitioners by paying or 
accepting a commission in securing 
professional engineering work, and 


v. give proper credit for engineering 
work, uphold the principle of 
adequate compensation for engineer- 
ing work, provide opportunity for 
professional development and 
advancement of his associates and 
subordinates, and extend the effec- 
tiveness of the profession through the 
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interchange of engineering informa- 
tion and experience. 


8. A practitioner shall maintain the honour and 
integrity of his profession and without fear or 
favour expose before the proper tribunals 
unprofessional, dishonest or unethical con- 
duct by any other practitioner.

REGULATION TO AMEND 
ONTARIO REGULATION 482/73 
MADE UNDER THE 
PARKWAY BELT PLANNING AND 
DEVELOPMENT ACT 


1. Ontario Regulation 482/73 is amended by 
adding thereto the following section: 


115.—(1) Notwithstanding any other provision of 
this Order, a two-car garage accessory to the single- 
family dwelling existing on the land described in sub- 
section (2) may be erected and used on the land pro- 
vided the following requirements are met: 


Minimum rear yard of 


garage 3 metres 
Minimum westerly side 
yard of garage 3 metres 
Minimum distance _ be- 
tween garage and the 
top of the bank of 
Twelve Mile Creek 12 metres 
Maximum height of 
garage 5 metres 


Maximum floor area of 
garage 46 square metres 

(2) Subsection (1) applies to that parcel of land 
situate in the City of Burlington in The Regional 
Municipality of Halton, formerly the Town of Bur- 
lington in the County of Halton, being that part of Lot 
3 in Concession I, north of Dundas Street, more par- 
ticularly described as follows: 


Commencing at an iron pipe planted at the intersection 
of the northwest limit of an unused road as defined by 
a wire fence and the northwest limit of Plan 340, the 
said intersection being distant 163 feet measured on a 
course north 40° 26’ east along the said northwest limit 
of Plan 340 from a concrete monument distant 448 
feet, 9 inches measured on a course of north 28° 41’ 
east from a concrete monument planted at the inter- 
section of the said northwest limit of Plan 340 and the 
southwest limit of the said Lot 3;

BUILDING CODE ACT 


1.—(1) Subsection 1.3.1. of Ontario Regulation 583/83 is revoked and the following sub- 
stituted therefor: 


Subsection 1.3.1. Definitions of words and phrases used in this Code that are not included in 
the list of definitions in this Part or are not defined in the Act shall have the meanings which are 
commonly assigned to them in the context in which they are used in this Code, taking into 
account the specialized use of terms with the various trades and professions to which the 
terminology applies. 


(2) Subsection 1.3.2. of the said Regulation is amended by striking out “The words and 
terms in italics in this Code have the following meanings:” in the first line and inserting 
in lieu thereof: “The words and terms in italics in this Code have the following meanings 
or the meanings as defined in the Act:”. 


(3) The said Subsection 1.3.2. is further amended by adding thereto the following definition: 
Boarding, lodging or rooming house means a building where, 


(i) building height does not exceed 3 storeys and building area does not exceed 
600 m2, 


(ii) lodging is provided for gain with or without meals for more than 3 persons, and 


(iii) lodging rooms do not have both bathrooms and kitchen facilities for the exclu- 
sive use of individual occupants. 


(4) The said Subsection 1.3.2. is further amended by striking out “Fire compartment” and 
inserting in lieu thereof: 


Fire compartment means an enclosed space in a building that is separated from all other parts of 
the building by enclosing construction providing a fire separation that may be required 
to have a fire-resistance rating. 

(5) The said Subsection 1.3.2. is further amended by adding thereto the following definition: 

Gross area means the total area of all floors above grade measured between the outside surfaces 
of exterior walls or between the outside surfaces of exterior walls and the centre line of 
firewalls except that, in any other occupancy than a residential occupancy, where an 
access or a building service penetrates a firewall, measurements shall not be taken to the 


centre line of such firewall. 


(6) The said Subsection 1.3.2. is further amended by striking out “Listed” and inserting in 
lieu thereof: 


Listed means equipment or materials included in a list published by a certification organization 
accredited by the Standards Council of Canada.

2.1.1.7. Except as provided in Part 11 and Subsection 3.2.10., where an existing building is 
extended or is subject to material alteration or repair, the Building Code is applicable only to 
the design and construction of the extensions and those parts of the building that are subject to

(ii) are or will be boarding, lodging or rooming houses; and 
(b) that have been in existence for at least five years. 
(2) Notwithstanding Clause (1)(b), where a building has been in existence for at least five 
years but includes an addition completed less than five years previously, Part 11 may apply to 


the entire building. 


(3) Part 11 does not apply to buildings containing dwelling units regulated under the Hotel 
Fire Safety Act.

2.2.1.3. Unless a later date is specified herein, a document incorporated by reference into the 
Building Code shall include all amendments made to the document, up to and including the 
31st day of December, 1982.

2.5.1.1.(1) Every building or part thereof shall be designed by an architect or professional 
engineer or a combination of both as described in Table 2.5.1.A. and this Article. 
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(2) Where a building or part thereof described in Table 2.5.1.A. is designed by an architect 
or a professional engineer or a combination of both as required by this Section, all plans, 
sketches, drawings, graphic representations, specifications and other documents that are pre- 
pared by an architect, professional engineer or both and that form the basis for the issuance of a 
building permit or any changes thereto authorized by the chief official shall bear the signature 
and seal of the architect, professional engineer or both, as applicable. 


(3) Where the foundations of a building are to be constructed below the level of the footings 


of an adjacent building and within the angle of repose of the soz/, as drawn from the bottom of | 


the footings, the foundations shall be designed by a professional engineer. 


(4) The thermal design of a building in accordance with Section 9.39 Thermal Design shall 
be prepared and provided by an architect or professional engineer or a combination of both.

plans, sketches, drawings, graphic representations, specifications and other documents that are 
prepared by an Architect, Professional Engineer or both and that form the basis for the issuance 
of a building permit or any changes thereto authorized by the chief official. 


(2) An Architect or a Professional Engineer need not be retained to undertake the general 
review of construction of a building where the building is designed in accordance with Section 
9.39 THERMAL DESIGN. 


2.5.2.2.(1) Only an Architect may carry out or provide the general review of the construction 
of a building, 


(a) that is constructed in accordance with a design prepared or provided by an Architect; 
or 


(b) in relation to services that are provided by an Architect in connection with the design 
in accordance with which the building is constructed. 


(2) Only a Professional Engineer may carry out or provide the general review of the con- 
struction of a building, 


(a) that is constructed in accordance with a design prepared or provided by aProfessional 
Engineer; or 


(b) in relation to services that are provided by a Professional Engineer in connection with 
the design in accordance with which the building is constructed. 


2.5.2.3.(1) The applicant for a permit respecting the demolition of a building shall retain a 
Professional Engineer to undertake the general review of the project during demolition where, 


(a) the building exceeds 3 storeys in building height or 600 m2 in building area; 

(b) the building structure includes pre-tensioned or post-tensioned members; 

(c) it is proposed that the demolition will extend below the level of the footings of any 
adjacent building and occur within the angle of repose of the soil, drawn from the 
bottom of such footings; or 

(d) explosives or a laser are to be used during the course of demolition. 

(2) Where a permit is required for the demolition of a building in Sentence (1), the structural 
design characteristics of the building and the method of demolition shall be included in the 
application for a permit to demolish the building. 

(3) No person shall commence demolition of a building or any part of a building before the 
building has been vacated by the occupants except where the safety of the occupants is not 


affected. 


7. Subsection 2.14.1. of the said Regulation is amended by adding thereto the following

2.14.1.1.(2) For the purpose of this Article, where an application for a permit remains 
incomplete six months after it is made, the application may be deemed by the chief official to 
have been abandoned.

65. (a) Any person, group or corporation may 
apply for a Private Bill by filing with the Clerk of 
the House a copy of the Bill together with a fee of 
$150.00. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing the Bill, including the cost of 
printing the Act in the annual Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) Where a Standing Order is suspended with 
reference to a Bill, a charge of $50.00 shall be 
levied. 


Additional fees 


(d) Where a Bill incorporates a company, or 
increases the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of 
the House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before 
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the same is reported to the House, the same fee as 
would by payable in the case of an incorporation 
or increase of capital under The Business Corpora- 
tions Act, less the sum of $150.00 already paid to 
the Clerk of the House.

PROPERTIES AND PROPERTY MAPS 


50a. Sections 50b to 50e apply only to land in a part 
of Ontario designated under Part II of the Land 
Registration Reform Act, 1984. O. Reg. 577/84, s. 8, 
part. 


506. The Director shall divide land into blocks and 
properties in the following manner: 


1. A block shall be an area containing at least 
one property and bounded by limits that the 
Director considers appropriate, such as land 
titles or registry division boundaries, roads, 
railway lines, major utility corridors, water 
boundaries and property limits. 


2. No property shall form part of more than one 
block. 


3. A block shall have a unique block number 
composed of five digits. 


4. A property shall have a property number that 
is unique within its block and is composed of 
four digits. 


5. The property identifier assigned to a property 
shall be its block number followed by its 
property number. 


6. Subject to paragraphs 7 and 8, abutting land 
held by one owner shall be one property, 
unless, 


i. the Director considers it more practi- 
cal to divide the land into more than 
one property, or 


ii. the owner holds the abutting land in 
different capacities, in which case 
land held in a particular capacity shall 
be one property. 
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7. A parcel of land registered under the Land 


Titles Act shall be one property, unless the 
parcel includes areas of land that do not abut 
one another, in which case each area shall be 
one property. 


. A highway, road, road widening, street, 
lane, walkway or reserve shall be one pro- 
perty, unless the Director considers it more 
practical to divide it into more than one 
property. 


. A unit within the meaning of the Con- 
dominium Act and the unit’s appurtenant 
interest in the common elements shall be one 
property. O. Reg. 577/84, s. 8, part. 


50c.—(1) The Director shall prepare and maintain 
property maps showing all properties, in the following 


1. A property map shall show, 


i. at least one block, 
ii. every property in a block, 


ili. the property identifier for each prop- 
erty, 


iv. such references to underlying plans 
and descriptions in registered instru- 
ments as the Director believes may 
assist persons searching the records of 
the land registry office, 


v. street names, 


vi. current municipal names and bound- 
aries, 


vii. the Universal Transverse Mercator 
six degree grid, 


vill. the scale of the property map, 
ix. a north point, and 


x. the number of sheets in the map illu- 
strating the block. 


2. In preparing a property map, the Director 


may consider, 
i. assessment maps and rolls, 
ii. maps produced under the Ontario 
Basic Mapping Program of _ the 


Ministry of Natural Resources, 


iii. all relevant plans registered or depos- 
ited in the land registry office, 


iv. any other available evidence, includ- 
ing maps, plans and documents, that 
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the Director believes may assist in 
illustrating property limits, 


v. the descriptions of properties con- 
tained in the abstract index or parcel 
register, and 


vi. any Act of Canada or Ontario that 
may affect the title to the land shown 
on the map. 


3. The Director shall ensure that the dimensions 
of property maps and the scale used in their 
preparation are such as to show every prop- 
erty clearly. 


4. Where the Director is unable to determine 
the limits separating two or more properties, 
the properties may be shown as one unit on 
the property map, but the Director shall 
assign a separate property identifier to each 
property included in that unit. 


5. Where the Director is unable to determine 
the number of properties in an area, the 
Director may show the area on the property 
map and assign one property identifier to the 
area. 

6. Property limits shall be shown on the prop- 
erty map where, in the Director’s judgement, 
they are actually located on the ground, and 
inconsistencies in descriptions in plans, 
instruments and documents shall not be 
shown on the property map, but a notation of 
such an inconsistency may, if the Director 


considers it significant, be made in the parcel 
register or abstract index. 


(2) A property map shall bear a title indicating, 
(a) the land registry division; 
(b) the county, district or regional municipality; 
(c) the municipality or geographic township; 
(d) any plan or plans of subdivision; and 
(e) the block number, 

of the land shown on the property map. 
(3) A property map shall include the following note: 


“This property map shows all properties in block 
number's) 0% 


It is not a plan of survey. 


It was compiled primarily from plans and docu- 
ments recorded in the land registration system 
and has been prepared only for property indexing 
purposes. 
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For recorded dimensions of property boundaries 
see recorded plans and registered documents. 


It does not necessarily show all easements affect- 
ing the land.” O. Reg. 577/84, s. 8, part. 


50d.—(1) The Director shall prepare for each 
registry and land titles division, 


(a) an index map for public viewing, to illustrate 
the location of every block; 


(b) full sized and reduced copies of every prop- 
erty map; and 


(c) a microfilm copy of every index map and 
property map. 


(2) The Director shall prepare new copies of any 
index map or property map that has become unclear or 
worn or has been damaged or lost. O. Reg. 577/84, 
Ss. 8, part. 


50e.—(1) Where new property identifiers are 
assigned to land shown on a property map, the land 
registrar shall, 


(a) update the copies of the property map or 
request the Director to prepare a new prop- 
erty map; and 


(b) make the appropriate entries in the abstract 
index or parcel register. 


(2) Where a new property map is prepared, the land 
registrar, unless the Director directs otherwise, may 
destroy the superseded property map and all copies of 
it except the microfilm copy. O. Reg. 577/84, s. 8, 
part.

1.—(1) Subsection 5 (4) of Regulation 896 of 
Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1980 is 
amended by inserting after “instrument” in the 
second line “or deposit”. 


(2) Clause 5 (4) (a) of the said Regulation is revoked 
and the following substituted therefor: 


(a) the first instrument or deposit registered or 
deposited after the date forty years before the 
date of the request; 


(3) Subsection 5 (5), as remade by subsection 3 (1)

following substituted therefor: 


(5) Where no conveyance or certificate of a type 
mentioned in subsection (4) was registered or deposited

(6) Except as provided in subsections (2) and (3), an 
abstract shall include extracts of all instruments and 
certificates and a reference to all deposits affecting the 
land that were registered or deposited after the first 
conveyance or certificate mentioned in subsection (4). 


(6a) An abstract shall not include extracts of 
instruments or certificates or references to deposits 
that were registered or deposited before the date forty 
years before the date of the request, except as provided 
in subsection (5).

(4) Section 5 of the said Regulation, as amended by 
subsection 3 (1) of Ontario Regulation 351/82 
and section 3 of Ontario Regulation 285/84, is 
further amended by adding thereto the follow- 
ing subsection: 


(8) Where a request for an abstract relates to land in 
a part of Ontario designated under Part II of the Land 
Registration Reform Act, 1984, all or part of the 
abstract may be a facsimile of the abstract index, cer- 
tified in Form 5a.

(6) A certificate provided under clause 16 (4) (c) of 
the Act or clause 164 (4) (c) of the Land Titles Act shall 
be in Form 5a. 


(7) The certificate shall be attached securely to or 
endorsed on the copy. 


(8) A facsimile of the signature of the land registrar 
may be used to authenticate a certificate. O. Reg.

115. Sections 11c to 11g, both inclusive, apply only 
to the abstract index and other indexes maintained 
under section 20a of the Act. O. Reg. 578/84, s. 3, 
part. 


1lc.—(1) The abstract index referred to in subsec- 
tion 20a (5) of the Act shall include, 


(a) the property identifier; and 
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(b) for each registered instrument that mentions 
the identifier, 


(i) its nature, 

(ii) its registration number, 
(ili) the date and time of registration, 
(iv) the names of the parties, 


(v) the consideration, in the case of a 
transfer, 


(vi) the amount secured, if disclosed, in 
the case of a charge or other instru- 
ment securing money, a claim for a 
construction lien or a notice or other 
instrument referring to land as secur- 
ity under the Bank Act (Canada), 


(vii) a notation that the instrument con- 
tains a schedule, if that is the case, 


(vill) where the Director directs, a notation 
that the instrument is in the pre- 
scribed form and appears to have 
been executed by the parties, and

(2) A description of land contained in the abstract 
index may include a reference to an easement in 
respect of which the land is the dominant or servient 
tenement. 


(3) Where the abstract index contains a description 
of land that includes a dominant tenement and an 
easement, an instrument that deals with the easement 
together with the dominant tenement is required to be 
entered in the abstract index only under the identifier 
for the land that is the dominant tenement. 


(4) Where the Director determines that descriptions 
of adjoining land do not appear to be consistent or that 
an interest in land may be subject to an interest in 
adjoining land, the Director may require the land 
registrar to enter a notation to that effect in the 
abstract index. 


(5) Where the entry of an instrument is deleted from 
the abstract index, the land registrar shall preserve a 
reference to the deleted entry for ten years or such 
longer period as the Director specifies. 


(6) Where a new property identifier is assigned to 
land, the land registrar shall preserve the record or a 
copy of the record relating to the previous property 
identifier. 


(7) The land registrar may supply an abbreviated 
copy of the abstract index, containing the registration 
numbers of instruments or deposits and such other 
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information as the Director specifies, for public 
inspection on request. O. Reg. 578/84, s. 3, part. 


1ld.—(1) The land registrar shall maintain, for 
public inspection at such times as the abstract index is 
not available for inspection, an index to be known as 
the copy index, in the form specified by the Director, 
including under each property identifier, for each 
instrument or deposit that mentions the property iden- 
tifier and affects the land to which the property iden- 
tifier is assigned, 


(a) its type; 
(b) its registration number; and 


(c) the date and time of its registration or 
deposit. 


(2) The copy index shall be updated at the intervals 
specified by the Director, having regard to the volume 
of registrations, and the superseded copy index may be 
destroyed after an updated version has been prepared.

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Treasurers Sales of Lands for Taxes 


Each year, municipal and county treasurers compile a list of properties against which taxes are out- 
standing for at least two successive years, which is a period sufficient to permit sale of the owner’s assets 
to reimburse the municipality. These lists are submitted by the municipal representative to the Ministry of 
Government Services for publication in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE. 


The Gazette is published every Saturday. Tax sale lands are included only in the issue of the first 
Saturday of each month. Each property is described so that it may be properly identified. Also shown are 
the amount of tax arrears and costs, and the date, time and place where the sale will be held, which is 
usually in a public building in the locality. Sales are held three months or later following the date of 
publication in the Gazette and are subject to a reserve bid equal to the amount of tax arrears and costs. 


The previous owner may by law redeem the property any time within one year and one day after the 
date of tax sale by paying to the municipality all arrears plus costs levied. Where redemption occurs, the 
municipality reimburses the purchaser of tax sale lands for the amount paid at the sale plus an additional 
amount to be determined in each case. 


If the land is not redeemed in the manner described above, the purchaser at sale, receives from the 
municipality a tax deed or certificate which should be registered in the appropriate Land Titles or Regis- 
try Office. A purchaser should ascertain from either of these offices, information relating to any of the 
charges or liens against the land and consider the advisability of employing the services of a solicitor to 
determine the extent, if any, of his liability. 


The foregoing applies to tax sale lands which were privately owned. In the event the land is the 
property of the Crown as represented by the Province of Ontario, only the improvements on the proper- 
ty, such as buildings, may be sold.

from the well; 


(6) “annular space” means open space between 
the casing and the side of a well; 


(c) “aquifer” means a water-bearing formation 
that is capable of transmitting water in suffi- 
cient quantities to serve as a source of water 
supply; 


(d) “assistant well technician” means a person 
who works at the construction of wells as an 
employee or agent of the holder of a well 
contractor licence under the supervision of 
the holder of a well technician licence; 


(e) “bedrock” means the solid rock underlying 
unconsolidated material such as sand, gravel 
and clay; 


(f) “casing” means pipe, tubing or other material 
installed in a well to support its sides; 


(g) “flowing well” means a well that has a static 
water level above the surface of the adjacent 
ground; 


(h) “mineralized water” means water containing 
in excess of 6,000 milligrams per litre total 
dissolved solids or 500 milligrams per litre 
chlorides or 500 milligrams per litre sul- 
phates; 


(i) “overburden” means unconsolidated material 
overlying bedrock; 


(7) “static water level” means the level attained 
by water at equilibrium in a well when no 
water is being taken from the well; 


(k) “well owner” means the owner of land upon 
which a well is situated and includes a tenant 
or lessee of the land and a person who enters 
into a contract to have a well constructed. 
O. Reg. 612/84, s. 1. 


WELL CONTRACTOR LICENCE 


2.—(1) An application for a well contractor licence 
shall be in Form 1. 


(2) A well contractor licence shall be in Form 2. 


(3) An application for renewal of a well contractor 
licence shall be in Form 3. 


(4) The fee for a well contractor licence or renewal 
thereof is $10. O. Reg. 612/84, s. 2. 


3.—(1) It is a requirement that an applicant for a 
well contractor licence or renewal thereof or, where 
the applicant is a partnership or a corporation, a part- 
ner or director thereof, be eighteen years of age or 
older. 
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(2) An applicant for a well contractor licence or 
renewal thereof shall submit such information and 
material as the Director may reasonably require to 
satisfy himself as to the character, qualifications and 
financial responsibility of the applicant or its directors 
and officers. 


(3) Every holder of a well contractor licence shall 
notify the Director of any change in the information 
furnished in Form 1 or Form 3 or under subsection (2) 
within ten days after the date of the change. O. Reg.

4.—(1) The following are prescribed as conditions 
attaching to every well contractor licence: 


1. The licensee shall be registered as an itiner- 
ant seller under the Consumer Protection Act 
but this condition does not apply with respect 
to a person who is not required to be so 
registered. 


2. The licensee shall maintain insurance in a 
form approved by the Superintendent of 
Insurance of the Province of Ontario for 
every well construction business carried on 
by him, with respect to the liability of the 
licensee and his employees arising out of any 
well contruction business carried on by him, 


i. in an amount not less than $100,000 
for property damage arising out of any 
one incident, and 


ii. in an amount not less than $100,000 
for the death of or bodily injury to any 
person not an employee of the licen- 
see, for each such person, 


but the contract of insurance may, 


iii. limit the insurer’s liability under the. 
contract of insurance arising out of 
any one incident to $200,000, and 


iv. provide that the insured shall be 
responsible for a stated amount, up to 
$1,000, for each claim for which 
coverage is required. 


3. The licensee shall not do work or cause any 
work to be done with respect to the contruc- 
tion of wells except by or under the supervi- 
sion of a holder of a well technician licence 
acting within the authority granted by his 
well technician licence who is, 


i. the licensee, 


ii. where the licensee is a partnership, 
one of the partners, 


ili. where the licensee is a corporation, an 
officer or director, or 


iv. an employee of the licensee. 
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4. The licensee shall submit to the Director in 
respect of every assistant well technician who 
is his employee or agent, 


i. an application for an identification 
card in Form 8, during the fourth 
month after the employee or agent 
began to work for or on behalf of the 
licensee, and 


ii. a submission, in Form 8, on every 
anniversary of the initial submission 
while the employee or agent continues 
to work for or on behalf of him. 


5. The licensee shall comply and shall ensure 
that his employees and agents comply with 
the requirements of the Act and this Regula- 
tion. 


(2) Notwithstanding paragraph 4 of subsection (1), 
the application in respect of an assistant well techni- 
cian who is employed as such on the Ist day of April, 
1985 may be made at any time after he has worked for 
three months for or on behalf of the licensee but before 
the 31st day of July, 1985. O. Reg. 612/84, s. 4. 


WELL TECHNICIAN LICENCE 


5.—(1) The following classes of well technician 
licence are prescribed: 


1. Well Drilling being a licence authorizing the 
holder to construct and supervise the con- 
struction of wells by means of well drilling 
equipment including, 


i. rotary drilling equipment (standard, 
reverse, air, mud and air percussion), 


ii. cable tool (churn and percussion), and 


iil. diamond drilling equipment. 


2. Well Digging and Boring being a licence 
authorizing the holder to construct and 
supervise the construction of wells by means 
of digging with non-powered equipment or 
with a backhoe or power shovel and by 
means of boring or augering equipment. 


3. Other Well Construction being a licence 
authorizing the holder to construct and 
supervise the construction of wells by only 
the methods or equipment specified on the 
licence. 


4. Pump Installation being a licence authorizing 
the holder to install or supervise the installa- 
tion of pumps and related equipment in or 
connected to a well. 


(2) An application for a well technician licence shall 
be in Form 4. 
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(3) A well technician licence shall be in Form 5. 


(4) An application for renewal of a well technician 
licence shall be in Form 6. 


(5) The fee for any class of well technician licence is 
$10. 


(6) The fee for a well technician licence of two, three 
or four classes is $15, $20 and $25, respectively when a 
single application is made for a well technician licence 
of more than one class. 


(7) Where an application serves to add one, two or 
three classes to a current well technician licence, the 
fee for the addition is $5, $10 and $15, respectively. 


(8) The fee for renewal of a well technician licence 
is S10; \Ox. Reg 612/84, 525; 


6.—(1) It is a requirement that an applicant for a 
well technician licence be eighteen years of age or 
older. 


(2) An applicant for a well technician licence or 
renewal thereof shall submit such information and 
material as the Director may reasonably require to 
satisfy himself as to the character, qualifications and 
physical health and ability of the applicant. 


(3) The following are prescribed as qualifications 
for an applicant for any class of well technician licence: 


1. Six months work experience helping at or 
doing the activity that would be authorized 
by the licence applied for. 


2. Either, 


i. a combination of experience at the 
activity to be authorized by the licence 
applied for and education concen- 
trating on that activity totalling 
twenty-four months with an academic 
year being considered as_ twelve 
months, or 


ii. successful completion of a course of 
two academic years concentrating 
upon the activity to be authorized by 
the licence applied for offered by a 
community college or its equival- 
ent. O. Reg. 612/84, s. 6. 


7. The following are prescribed as conditions 
attaching to every well technician licence: 


1. The licensee shall not supervise the operation 
of more than two pieces of well construction 
equipment at one time. 


2. The licensee shall work or supervise work in 
connection with the construction of a well 
only as specifically authorized by the well 
technician licence he holds. 
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3. The licensee, while doing or supervising 
work related to the construction of wells, 
shall carry a copy of his licence and shall 
produce it upon the request of an employee or 
agent of the Ministry. 


4. The licensee shall comply and shall ensure 
that every person under his supervision shall 
comply with the requirements of the Act and 
this Regulation. O. Reg. 612/84, s. 7. 


EXAMINATION 


8.—(1) Every applicant for a well contractor licence 
or a well technician licence shall take an examination 
set by the Director. 


(2) Where the applicant for a well contractor licence 
is a corporation or partnership, the examination 
required under subsection (1) shall be taken by each of 
the official representatives of the applicant. 


(3) An application for an appointment to take an 
examination shall be in Form 7. 


(4) The fee for an examination is $10. 


(5) An applicant who has paid the fee shall be given 
at least seven days notice of the date, time and place 
appointed for his examination. 


(6) No applicant may try an examination for the 
same licence more than four times in any period of 
twelve months. 


(7) For the purposes of subsection (6), an applicant 
who had an appointment for an examination that he 
did not try shall be deemed to have tried the examina- 
tion. QO. Reg. 612/84, s. 8. 


ASSISTANT WELL TECHNICIAN 


9.—(1) Every assistant well technician without an 
identification card issued under this Regulation is 
exempt from section 22g of the Act when working at 
the construction of wells on condition that he is super- 
vised by a holder of a well technician licence who is 
present at the site. 


(2) Every assistant well technician to whom an 
identification card has been issued under this Regula- 
tion is exempt from section 22g of the Act when 
working at the construction of wells on behalf of the 
licensee named on the card on condition that, 


(a) he carries the card with him and produces it 
upon the request of an employee or agent of 
the Ministry; and 


(b) he is supervised by the holder of a well tech- 
nician licence who is available to be called to 
the site within one hour. O. Reg. 612/84, 
sg, 9. 
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EQUIPMENT MARKINGS 


10. Every piece of powered well construction 
equipment in use or at the site of a well under con- 
struction shall bear an identification marker obtained 
from the Director, affixed so as to be visible and legible 
at all times. O. Reg. 612/84, s. 10. 


CONSTRUCTION REQUIREMENTS 
GENERAL 


11.—(1) Every person constructing a well shall 
comply with the requirements set out in sections 12, 
Ss AS eee) 9 Le 


(2) Every person constructing a well shall make and 
have available for inspection, at the well site during 
construction or testing, an up-to-date record, including 
a geological log, of the construction and testing of the 
well. 


(3) When the construction of a well is completed or 
when a well under construction is left unattended, the 
person constructing the well shall cover the upper open 
end of the well securely in a manner sufficient to pre- 
vent entry into it of surface water or foreign materials. 


(4) On the day the construction of a well is com- 
pleted, the person constructing the well shall, unless 
the well owner otherwise directs, 


(a) provide the well owner with a water sample 
from the well of at least one litre for visual 
examination; and 


(6) measure the depth of the well in the presence 
of the well owner. 


(5) Upon completion of construction of a well, the 
person constructing the well shall, 


(a) test the yield of the well in accordance with 
section 19; 


(6) complete the well record in Form 9; 


(c) deliver a copy of the well record to the well 
owner within two weeks after the date on 
which the well construction equipment is 
removed from the site; 


(d) forward a copy of the well record to the 
Director within one month after the date on 
which the well construction equipment is 
removed from the site; and 


(e) retain a copy of the well record for two years. 


(6) Where construction of a well is completed but 
the well is not developed to a sand-free state, the per- 
son constructing the well shall notify the well owner of 
this condition and shall make note of it on the well 
record. 
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(7) Subject to subsection (8), where a flowing well is 
constructed, the person constructing the well, 


(a) shall install a device that controls the dis- 
charge of water from within the well casing; 
and 


(b) shall construct the well in such manner as to, 


(i) accommodate and be compatible with 
an appropriate device required by 
clause (a), and 


(il) prevent any uncontrolled flow at the 
well site. 


(8) A person constructing a well who is unable to 
meet the requirements of subsection (7) shall abandon 
the flowing well in accordance with subsection 21 (1). 


(9) Every contract for the construction of a well 
shall be deemed to contain a term placing responsibil- 
ity for the cost of complying with subsection (7) or (8) 
upon the person undertaking construction of the well 
except in the case of a written contract that expressly 
releases such person from the responsibility in respect 
of flowing wells. 


(10) Where a well casing extends above the land 
surface, the person constructing the well shall ensure 
that the surface drainage is such that water will not 
collect or pond in the vicinity of the well. O. Reg. 
612/84, s. 11. 


12.—(1) The site of a new well shall be separated 
from a source of pollution by at least the separation 
distance required by Ontario Regulation 374/81 
between the source of pollution and the well of the 
proposed type. 


(2) The site of a new drilled well shall be at least 
fifteen metres from a source of pollution other than one 
mentioned in subsection (7). 


(3) The site of a new bored or dug well or any other 
well without watertight casing to a depth of six metres 
below ground level shall be at least thirty metres from 
a source of pollution other than one mentioned in sub- 
section (7). 


(4) The site of a new well shall be chosen so that the 
well is accessible for cleaning, treatment, repair, test- 
ing and inspection. 


(5) The site of a new bored or dug well shall, where 
practical, be at an elevation higher than the immediate 
surrounding area. 


(6) No well pit shall be constructed at a location 
likely to result in accumulation of water in the well pit 
unless the well pit is constructed with adequate provi- 
sion for drainage or automatic pumping of the well pit. 


(7) For the purpose of subsection (1), “source of 
pollution” means an existing septic tank system or 
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other sewage system subject to Part VII of the 
Environmental Protection Act and includes a sewage 
system to be constructed or enlarged under an issued 
certificate of approval under Part VII of the Environ- 
mental Protection Act. O. Reg. 612/84, s. 12. 


CASING 


13.—(1) Casing shall be new material and, if 
cement, the cement shall be fully cured prior to instal- 
lation. 


(2) A well that obtains water from an overburden 
aquifer shall be cased from at least thirty centimetres 
above the ground surface or above the floor of a well 
pit to the water-producing zone. 


(3) A well that obtains water from a bedrock aquifer 
shall be cased from at least thirty centimetres above 
the ground surface or above the floor of a well pit to 
the bedrock and the casing shall be firmly seated in the 
bedrock and, if necessary, grouted into the bedrock to 
prevent impairment of the quality of the water in the 
well and aquifer. 


(4) The length of casing employed in a drilled well 
to satisfy the requirements of subsection (2) or (3) shall 
not be less than six metres unless the only useful 
aquifer available requires use of less casing. 


(5) The following are the minimum specifications 
for casing: 


1. Nominal 4.78 millimetres and minimum 4.18 
millimetres for steel casing with an inside 
diameter of more than 50.8 millimetres. 


2. Nominal 2.77 millimetres and minimum 2.41 
millimetres for steel casing with an inside 
diameter of 50.8 millimetres or less. 


3. Nominal 5.08 centimetres for cement-tile 
casing with an inside diameter of 60.96 
centimetres or more. 


4. 18 gauge for combined corrugated and gal- 
vanized steel casing used in bored or dug 
wells. 


5. 0.635 centimetres for plastic casing with an 
inside diameter of 10.16 centimetres or more 
and plastic casing shall be ABS or PVC pipe 
manufactured from virgin’ resin’ and 
approved for potable water use by the Cana- 
dian Standards Association. 


(6) Any joints in casing shall be made in such a way 
as to prevent entry into the well of any substance that 
might impair the quality of the water. 


(7) The annular overlap space between casings of 
different diameters shall be sealed so as to prevent the 
entry of overburden materials into the well. O. Reg. 
612/84, s. 13. 
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ANNULAR SPACE 


14.—(1) Where a well is drilled by a method other 
than diamond drilling, 


(a)

the well shall be at least six metres deep 
unless the only useful aquifer available 
necessitates a shallower well; 


the well shall be constructed for a minimum 
depth of three metres from the land surface 
with a diameter at least five centimetres 
greater than the proposed diameter of the 
finished well; 


the annular space from a minimum depth of 
three metres to a depth not less than 2.5 
metres from the land surface shall be filled 
with suitable cement grout, concrete, bento- 
nite or equivalent commercial slurry or clay 
slurry;

be filled with bentonite or equivalent com- 
mercial slurry, clay slurry, well cuttings or 
overburden materials; and 


where bedrock is three metres or less from 
the land surface, the entire portion of the 
annular space in bedrock shall be filled with 
suitable cement grout or concrete and the 
remaining annular space to the land surface 
shall be filled with suitable cement grout, 
concrete, bentonite or equivalent commercial 
slurry or clay slurry. 


(2) Where a well is constructed by diamond drilling 
equipment and bedrock is six metres or more below the 
land surface, clauses (1) (a), (6), (c) and (d) apply. 


(3) Where a well is constructed by diamond drilling 
equipment and bedrock is less than six metres below 
the land surface,

the well shall be at least six metres deep 
unless the only useful aquifer available 
necessitates a shallower well;

well to a depth not closer to land surface than 
2.5 metres shall be filled with clean, washed 
gravel or sand; and 


the annular space between the land surface 
and the material required by clause (b) shall 
be filled with suitable cement grout, con- 
crete, bentonite or equivalent commercial 
slurry or clay slurry. 


(5S) Where a well is constructed by boring or digging 
equipment to a depth of 2.5 metres or less, 


(a)

all joints in the casing from land surface to 
a depth of not less than one metre shall be 
sealed and made waterproof; 


any annular space from the bottom of the 
well to a depth not closer to land surface than 
one metre shall be filled with clean, washed 
gravel or sand; and 


the annular space between the land surface 
and the material required by clause (b) shall 
be filled with suitable cement grout, con- 
crete, bentonite or equivalent commercial 
slurry or clay slurry. 


(6) Where a well is drilled through the bottom of a_ 
bored or dug well and the bored or dug portion is not 
to be left in service,

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the well shall meet the casing requirements of 
section 13 except as they may require casing 
within the former bored or dug well; 


the casing of the drilled well shall extend 
upwards through the former dug or bored 
well to within 2.5 metres of the land surface 
or closer to land surface, if necessary, to 
comply with subsection 12 (6); 


the annular space from the bottom of the dug 
or bored well to a height of at least 0.5 metres 
shall be filled with suitable cement grout or 
concrete; and 


the annular space between the material 
required by clause (c) and the top of the cas- 
ing shall be filled with bentonite or equiva- 
lent commercial slurry, clay slurry, well cut- 
tings or overburden materials.

CHLORINATION 


15.—(1) When the construction of a well, other

PUMP INSTALLATION 


17.—(1) Where a connection to the casing of a dril- 
led well is made below the surface of the ground, either 
a well seal or pitless adapter shall be used and the 
connection shall be made watertight. 


(2) Where a connection to the casing of a bored or 
dug well is made below the surface of the ground, 


(a) the connection shall be made watertight with 
durable sealing material; and 


(b) the outside trench excavation shall be filled 
with suitable cement grout, concrete, bento- 
nite or equivalent commercial slurry or clay 
slurry extending from the casing a minimum 
distance outward of 0.5 metres and extending 
from the bottom of the excavation to within 
0.5 metres of the land surface.

(a) the casing shall be extended to at least thirty 
centimetres above the land surface or, where 
a floor has been constructed around or adja- 
cent to the casing, at least fifteen centimetres 
above the floor; and 


(b) the top of the casing shall be shielded in a 
manner sufficient to prevent entry of any 
material that may impair the quality of the 
water in the well. O. Reg. 612/84, s. 17. 


VENTING 


18. Where pumping equipment is installed in a 
drilled well, other than a well in which the casing is 
used to transmit water out of the well, 


(a) where the inside diameter of the casing is less 
than 12.7 centimetres, an air vent of 0.3 
centimetres minimum inside diameter shall 
be installed; 


(6) where the inside diameter of the casing is 
12.7 centimetres or more, an air vent of 1.2 
centimetres minimum inside diameter shall 
be installed; 


(c) where a well pit exists, the air vent shall 
extend to within fifteen centimetres from the 
top of the well pit; 
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(7) where no well pit exists, the air vent shall 
extend above the land surface a distance suf- 
ficient to prevent the entry of flood water 
from any anticipated flooding in the area but 
not less than thirty centimetres; 


(e) the open end of the air vent shall be shielded 
and screened in a manner sufficient to pre- 
vent the entry of any materials into the well; 
and 


(f) if natural gas is present, the air vent shall be 
extended to the outside atmosphere in a 
manner that will safely disperse all gases.

TESTING OF WELL YIELD 


19.—(1) When the yield of water from a well is 
tested and the pumping equipment used will permit 
the measurement of water levels in the well, 


(a) the water level in the well shall be measured 
and recorded on the well record in Form 9 
immediately before commencement of 
pumping and every fifteen minutes thereafter 
during pumping; 


(b) the water level in the well shall be measured 
by means of a tape, air line or electrical 
device; 


(c) water shall be pumped from the well con- 
tinuously for at least one hour; and 


(d) the rate of pumping during the test shall be 
recorded on the well record in Form 9. 


(2) If water cannot be pumped from the well con- 
tinuously for one hour, there shall be recorded on the 
well record in Form 9, 


(a) the reason pumping was discontinued; 


(b) the rate of pumping and the length of the 
pumping period; and 


(c) the water level measurements made. 


(3) When the yield of water from a well is tested and 
a bailer or other pumping equipment is used that will 
not permit the accurate measurement of water levels in 
the well, 


(a) the water level in the well shall be measured 
and recorded on the well record in Form 9 
immediately before commencement of bail- 
ing or pumping, upon termination of bailing 
or pumping and every fifteen minutes there- 
after for at least one hour; 


(b) the water level in the well shall be measured 
by means of a tape, air line or electrical 
device; 
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(c) water shall be bailed or pumped from the 
well continuously for at least one hour; and 


(d) the rate of bailing or pumping during the test 
shall be recorded on the well record in Form 
9. 


(4) If water cannot be bailed or pumped from the 
well continuously for one hour, there shall be recorded 
on the well record in Form 9, 


(a) the reason pumping or bailing was discon- 
tinued; and 


(b) the rate of bailing or pumping and the length 
of the bailing or pumping period. O. Reg. 
612/84, s. 19. 


CONTAMINATION CONTROL 


20.—(1) Where a_ well is constructed and 
mineralized water is encountered, the person con- 
structing the well shall immediately notify the well 
owner that the condition exists. 


(2) Where a well is constructed and natural gas is 
encountered, the person constructing the well shall 
immediately notify the well owner and the Director 
that the condition exists. 


(3) The well owner shall maintain the well at all 
times after the completion date in a manner sufficient 
to prevent the entry into the well of surface water or 
other foreign materials. O. Reg. 612/84, s. 20. 


ABANDONMENT 


21.—(1) When a well is to be abandoned, it shall be 
plugged with concrete or other suitable material so as 
to preclude the vertical movement of water or gas in - 
the well between aquifers or between an aquifer and 
the ground surface. 


(2) The well owner of a new well that is dry shall 
forthwith abandon the well. 


(3) The well owner of a well that is not being used or 
maintained for future use as a well shall forthwith 
abandon the well. 


(4) The well owner of a well that is producing salty, 
sulphurous or mineralized water or water that is 
otherwise not potable shall forthwith abandon the 
well. 


(5) The well owner of a well in which natural gas is 
encountered or a well that is constructed in contraven- 
tion of any provision of this Regulation dealing with 
the location or spacing of wells, the methods and mat- 
erials used in the construction of wells or the standards 
of well construction shall forthwith abandon the well if 
directed to do so by the Director. O. Reg. 612/84,

FLUID MILK PRODUCTS

16. Where a grader has reasonable grounds to 
believe that the quality of a milk product no longer 
corresponds to the grade given to that product, he may 
change the grade mark to a grade mark that corres- 
ponds to the quality of the product.

17. Any person who has submitted a milk product 
for grading, or any purchaser of a milk product that 
has been graded, may appeal to the Director from the 
decision of the grader.

21. No milk product or fluid milk product or the 
container thereof shall be marked with any words or 
symbols descriptive or purporting to be descriptive of 
the quality of the product, other than the grade name 
and grade mark, unless in the opinion of the Director 
the connotation of quality conveyed by the words or 
symbols is valid.

Filing Bill with Clerk 
65. (a) Any person, group or corporation may 
apply for a Private Bill by filing with the Clerk of 


the House a copy of the Bill together with a fee of 
$150.00. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing the Bill, including the cost of 
printing the Act in the annual Statutes. 


Other charges 
(c) Where a Standing Order is suspended with 


reference to a Bill, a charge of $50.00 shall be 
levied. 


Additional fees 


(d) Where a Bill incorporates a company, or 
increases the capital stock of a company already
